VOTE CAST INCREASED 
B 
LFORE election the question on many lips was “ how many 
will v o te ? ” 
Some contended the record of 1928 would be 
broken. 
Just under 47,000,000 citizens registered— 46,965,000 to 
he practically correct. This was four and a half millions more 
than four years ago. 
The fact this larger number registered should have indi­ 
cated beforehand a growing interest in the contest. 
A falling 
off in registration would have been the proper forecast of a 
lighter vote. 
Yet we all must admit there was some question 
about the number. 
Almost complete figures show that 84 per cent of the regis­ 
tered vote, or in excess of 39,000,000 voted. 
This is 2,000,- 
000 more than in 1928. 
To those interested in politics the figures prove enlighten­ 
ing. 
Governor Roosevelt polled the greatest vote ever given a 
candidate in this country, over 22,300,000. President Hoover 
polled the largest minority vote— about 15,600,000. . 
Likewise the former obtained the greatest vote by far ever 
given by one of our states to a nominee— two and a half mil­ 
lions— in New York. 
Six states, from New York and Penn­ 
sylvania to California, gave him over a million votes in each 
case. 
And the President polled over a million votes in four 
states, but carrying only one, Pennsylvania. 
South Carolina gave Roosevelt 50 to one— over 100,000 
to less than 2,000. 
Pennsylvania gave the President the big­ 
gest lead, about 160,000, and Delaware'the least, less than 3,- 
000. Nevada gave Roosevelt his smallest lead, 24,000 to 10,- 
000; but that was a heavy proportion considering the compara­ 
tively few votes cast. 
While we are still far under the proportion of voters ex­ 
ercising their rights in many European countries, the marked in­ 
crease in our past two national elections is commendable; and 
holds out hope for the future.

nection health is an outstanding ex­ 
ample,” states Doctor Theodore B.

Like gov­ 
ernment. life is a system of checks 
and balances. And the person who 
reasonably studies the problems and 
wisely applies his knowledge is the 
one who is more likely to reap ben­ 
efits in terms of happiness, health, 
and longevity than is the thought­ 
less person who refuses to recognize 
; this principle. 
“Therefore. Christmas is an excel- 
! lent time to take stock. If one dis­ 
covers he is sleeping less than he 
nightlv should, put a little extra 
sleep in the stocking. Perhaps one 
; is eating too much or too little. Put 
j the correction also in the stocking. 
Then again, gasoline may have been 


doing all the exercise instead oi the 
body. 
Add exercise. Excesses too 
may be on the daily program. W’rap 
them up and throw them away. And 
finally, as the real big gift, make n 
I firm resolve to have thorough phys­ 
ical check-up annually. 
“Yes, believe it or not, there is a 
; Santa Claus. Hand yourself some 
: of the much needed health Christ­ 
mas gifts, and thus become one to 
! yourself.”
